GROWING FRENCH ANXIETY AS

Thon came 
the edict cresting the new province of Kiang- 
husi, with Tsingkiangpo as the capital, and the" 
retiring Director Gonersl, En Shou, as the 
Governor of Kianghusi. This proprsed new 
régime, of. courso, bronght - joy into tho 
hearts of the yamon underlin:a, for notar- 
ally they expected to be rotuined in their old 
posts. ‘Their joy, however, hos not. remained 
long, for, ns we know by the Imperial odjct last 
week, the decree croating the new province tof 
Kianghuai has been cancelled and tho now 
Governor ordered to go up to Peking for on 
andience. Now come the intrigues. The 
anderlingsdrst tried the dodge of getting tho 
merchants and members of the various trades 
of Tsingkiungpu to present the Governor (Eu 
Shon) several tens of t-blets -inscribed with 
adulatory phrases, and it.» stated that no less 
than a hundred “ Wan-min-san,” or Myriad. 
names Umbrellas contributed by tho in- 
b-hitonts, vere alxo given his Excollency, to 
which wero also attached sutin and silk 
rikbons with adulatory phrases. Following this 
came peutions signed by thousinds of the 
inhabitants of the city—also the work of the 
yamén undorlings—prayiug his Excellency 
to romain in ‘I'singkiangpn. ‘and declaring 
that his: “children ” would dia if he left them: 
to the tender mercies of his successors, whoover 
they may be, ‘The sarcasm of it all was that

they made thy. unlucky trad-speople ten doyd 
‘ayf0 call a strike and clos» their doors to business 


ghd declare that they would do no more trade or 


‘work unless the new Governor was retained and 
the new province of Kinoybuai remained. But 
when his Excillency the same day. made a show 


that Russia intended to continue the atroguly. 
For his part, he did not fear tho fighting 
quatity of the onemy, his financial capabilities, 
nor intervention, but he did fear the possibility 
of public feeling being overcome by a weariness, 
It waa of the utmost importance, therefore, to 
awaknn the people at large to the importance 
of-caltivutt 
enublo the nation to effectua'ly respond to the 
requirements of the campaign. Thy tatk of a 
glorious peace brought up illusions aud caused 
ill-considered judyoments to ba formed of things 
in genoral; but these delusions were those that: 
had to be guarded against. 

Alluding to the advent of the Baltic Feet and 
the uncertainties of naval warfare, and giving 
somo historical parallets, Count Okuma said tho 
battloships and cruisers'of our days endured o 
good deal of knockin, about and heavy bombard- 
ment before going to the bottom; therefore 
the idea vf ca! ching tho Baltio Floot in a single 
net was incomp tinhle with the dictates of 
common sense. Hv asked his hesrers to imagine 
for ono-moment what the consequences would 
be if Japon lost to command of the soa. 
Flippancy aud light-heartedness were the causes 
of defrat, Diplomacy under certain circum. 
stances was equal too million troops, aud tended 
to briug the onemy to his knees, but in saying 
that,he dd not wish it to be mnnderstood 
thut ho advocates a tempoiary peace, which was 
no’ better than a trace. What ho meant to 
suggest wax thot if a means could be found for 
defeating the esemy without fighting, recourse 
should ba had to such means, 

Yhe war was being waged for the sake not 
ealy of Japan, but of humanity and c.vil'sation 
and vconomic development gonorally. It was 
tho duty of tho nation to provide for the families 
of those who had fallen in their country’s cau<o, 
and to commemorate their deeds in sume lusting 
form. ; : 

Count Okuma pointed out that as business 
circles might become Seren as the result of 
the war,it would bs the duty of the Government 
to practise tho atrictest economy. Up to the 
present thera had been two levies oft xat‘on. 
amounting 0 150 million yen, out of which 5U 
million was appropriated for paying interest on 
the war loans, There waa a surplus of 50 to 60) 
million yen oriaing-from the postponomont of 
Government undertakings, and thus there was 
a yeurly incomo of 150 to 160 million yen, which 
could bo used for defraying the cost of the 
military garrison which might have to be 
maintained in, Manchuria to moot the Russian, 
plous. In that way Japan could go on fighting” 
for a score of years to come. Economy and 
endurance must go hand-in-hand. 

He condemned the extravagance which had 
been shown in some quarters by enterlainments 
in which even “heroes” hed participated, The 
sum of seven or eight hundred million yon, just 
four times in excess of the ustal national 
expenditure, hed been appropriated for war 
purposes, and it might be imugined by some 
that as the money was coming in like water 
they were free {o spend it extrovegantly. It 
should be borne in mind that this was tho hard- 
earned money of the people, or had been borrowed 


of oxhorting his ‘beloved " subjects to reopen 
their doors to business, the alacrity to obey him
